DEATH OF A DISTINGUISHED CITIZEN 
OF GRANVILLE.—A few days since, we 


published the painful intelligence of the 
death of Mrs. Josiah Crudup, of Gran- 
ville county, accompanied by a briet 
obituary. 

It becomes our sad duty this morning 
to record the death of her venerable 
and distinguished nusband, the Hon. 
Josiah Crudup, who breathed his last 
at his residence in Granville county on 
yesterday morning.

Pursuant to previous notice, quite a 
large crowd assembled at the market 
place in Fayetteville, on saturday, 
May 18th, at114 4. ., to listen to the 
political discussion between Hon, A. 5. 


Merrimon, Conservative, and  Goy., 
Caldwell, Republiean, eandidate for 
Governor, Judge Merrimon spoke 
first. His address was an able expose 


ofthe evil to which we have in the past 
been subjected, and which we now suffer 
from the misrule of the party in power. 
Giving a masterly history of the Repub- 
can party from its inception to the pres- 
ent time, he showed it to be a one- 
idea-higher-law party, from of which, 
the mission was accomplished and its 
aims and objects completed with the 
abolishing of slavery, the close of the 
war, and the realization of the fruits of 
that contest —civil and political equal- 
ity. Ifeshowed that the Republican 
party, as it formerly existed was ended 
in everything but in name—except that 
it was “held together by the cohesive 
power of public plunder.” He proved 
thatit had been subversive of every 
principle of tree Government; had 
violated the laws and the Constitution ;

From a comparison of the white and 
black vote as cast In 1868, aad 1870, he 
showed how easy it was for the ffee, 
intelligent voters of the State to free 
themselves from Radical Gominion in 
August next.

The following brief poem, by Anna Boyn 
ton Averill, gracefully touches one of the 
mysteries of our existence here :— 


WHY ? 


Earth, thou art perfect and fair; 

Life, thou art earnest and sweet ; 

Soul, thou art righttully heir ; 

Is not thy rapture complete? 

Why, from the manifold joys 

That hie to the morning of day, 

From sorrows that strengthen and save, 
Turn’st thou, expectant, away ? 


I stand in the fresh morning lands, 
Dew stars in the grass at my feet; 
Buds and white bloomin my hands: 
About me sweet song-pulses beat. 
From the far depths of the sky 

A glory is rising for me, 

A royal and roseate dawn 

Tinting the hills and the sea. 


Youth, with its gladness is here, 

Time with its treasures untold. 

Toil with its promise and cheer, 

Love that will never grow cold. 

Yet out of thissweetness and warmth, 
I fade and I follow afar 

A voice that is vague as a dream, 

A light that is faint asa star. 


Mystery weaveth her wand 
ver the knowledge I crave, 
And the shadow that stayeth her hand 
Hovereth over a grave. 


A curious and tragical circumstance 
occurred a few nights since, in the clas- 
sical village of Carthage, New York. 
It appears that a young man named 
Cleveland, who was spending a few 
daya in the village, excited the ire of 
the loyal young gentlemen by his mark- 
ed attentions to two of the village belles. 
The local young gentlemen, vexed at 
his success with the rural fair ones, ap- 
pointed a committee of two to way-lay 
the modern Paris, who had thus divert- 
ed the smiles of the capricious Helens, 
and to administer to him a wholesome 
thrashing. The Achilles and the Aga- 
memnon selected for this noble duty an- 
swered to the unheroic names of Ford 
and Clarke. On last Saturday night 
Cleveland was attacked by these wor- 
thies as he was returning to his hotel , 
after a serenade to the ladies, and was 
severely pummelled. He escaped from 
his assailants, repaired to his hotel, and, 
returning to the scene of the encounter 
with his revolver, he was shot at by 
Ford after a brief altercation. He re- 
turned the fire instantly, and six shots 
were exchanged between the parties. 
The result was, that Cleveland and 
Clark were dangerously wounded--the 
former receiving a ball in the breast and 
the latter in the head—and Ford was 
slightly hurt, having been shot in the 
neck. There is a flavorof the classical 
about this feud, occurring, as it did, in 
Carthage, and in the latitude of Troy, 
Rome, Syracuse and Utica.— Exchange.
